In connection with the re. 
cent flood of December 28, 
which ravaged much of the Mt. 
Baldy residential area, many 
interested people of the Valley 
have volced their concern for 
the Mt. Baldy Village Church, 
which was severely damaged 
during the storm. 

In the interest of informing 
the public and at the same time 
revealing our plans for re- 
covering from the destruction, 
I am writing this letter to you. 

It is true that the church 
suffered severe damage. The 
raging waters of Bear Creek 
washed away our recently con- 
structed patio wall and half 
the patio itself. The actual 
church foundation was under- 
mined to the extent of 12 feet 
leaving one quarter of the 
church building hanging pre- 
eipitously over the creek b ed 

This washout left the build- 
ing in a dangerous sate of 
imminent collapse and also 
destroyed our entire plumbing 
System. 

We have been fortunate in 
that the damage could have 
been total. Our Trustees have 
seen to the immediate need of 
shoring up the undermined area 
but restoring the foundation and 
constructing a permanent wash 
of concrete and steel as well 
as replacing the patio remains 
to be done. The Trustees es- 
timate the cost of this recon- 
struction to be in the vicinity 
of $15,000. 

Worship service continues at 
the church each Sunday morn- 
ing at 10:30 A.M, This Sunday, 
the 16th, the Pastor will be 
preaching on the subject: God’s 
Building Code.

Upland is faced with a severe crisis! The present Fire Station, Library, Police Station and City Hall 
were all built to serve Upland when it was a small city between 2,000 to 6,000 population, some 50 to 25 
years ago.

ARGUMENT AGAINST CIVIC CENTER BOND PROPOSITION 


The cost of this proposition is excessive. Land which is to be purchased for the proposed improve- 
ments has a total assessed value of $73,460. Thus, the true market value of this land is $293,840 
(4 x $73,460). Yet, $738,578 has been budgeted to purchase this land. This excessive spending is not 
limited to the acquisition of real property.

Real property taxes in Upland would be increased far more than the proponents of this proposition have 
been willing to admit. To pay off the two million dollar indebtedness, taxes would be increased 24 cents 
per $100 of the assessed valuation for the first phase of the program. The second phase would be subsidized 
by another bond issue for an additional million dollars, which would be a total tax increase of 33 cents per, 
$100 evaluation. There will be an additional hidden tax increase due to the increase in land and building 
maintenance and in personnel. 


Renters and consumers will not escape the effect of increased taxes, as property owners and merchants 
undoubtedly will recover the greatly increased cost of maintaining the property from the renter and pur- 


chaser. 


Proponents of this proposition argue that we must acquire these facilities before costs increase. 
Assuming that the land will become more valuable as time passes, less expensive land can easily be found 
for some time to come. As time progresses, the property in Upland will have an increased value if increased 
taxes have not lowered land values in this area. 


The proposed civic center was originally set up to bring business and people into the city. However, 
higher taxes will discourage growth and depress land values. The City of Upland owes you a better plan for 
improvements than the plan proposed at this time.
